Bar Hill Parish Council has recently 
conducted an investigation into the need 
for pedestrian safety measures along 
Saxon Way between the new BMX 
Park and the residential area. 

Brian Burrage, Sue Jenkins, Harry 
Welburn and I carried out a 3-week 
survey, counting the number of vehicles 
travelling past the BMX Park and the 
number of pedestrians crossing Saxon 
Way to gain access to the Park. 

Brian and I wrote a report showing 
our findings, making recommendations 
for a zebra crossing, reduction in speed 
limit and traffic calming measures. 

Sue compiled a petition for Pedes- 
trian Safety Measures, obtaining signa- 
tures from Bar Hill residents. 

Both report and petition were sub- 
mitted to the South Cambridgeshire 
Environment and Transport Area Joint 
Committee. where Brian and I attended 
and made our submission. The meet- 
ing date was Monday 17" September 
2001. 

County Councillor John Reynolds, 
when asked by the Committee Chair- 
man if he supported the submission, 
replied that he did. Our thanks go to 
John for all his support and help. 

The Parish Council will receive a re- 
sponse from the Committee in the near 
future. We shall keep you all informed 
as to the outcome. 

A copy of the report and petition may 
be seen in the Parish Council office. 

Thanks are also due to Leigh Baffa, 
our Parish Clerk, who organised and 
carried out the administration associ- 
ated with the report and petition.

One final note, those who were not 
residents of Bar Hill may not realise the 
work that has been done by Tesco 
around the village, which is very much 
appreciated by the residents. 

The store may be too large for some 
but for most it is still the friendly, happy 
place that it has always been with the 
staff only too happy to help at all levels 
and, ona personal note, and as a resi- 
dent and shopper of the store, I feel 
comfortable and satisfied with the treat-

[ stood looking up at the Oak tree 
(Quercus Robur), one of many along 
the Jane | was walking. 

[t's September and the acorns on the 
tree look like so many Christmas lights. 
These ones aren't multi-coloured, just 
various shades of green. Some years 
are bad. some good. but this year is 
exceptional. 

Not only is there a good crop of 
acorns but a huge amount of predators 
as well. Look closely and you will see 
Spangle Galls, Marble Galls. Current 
Galls, Knopper Galls, Truffle Galls. 
Oyster Galls and Artichoke Galls to 
name buta few. The galls grow in or on 
the roots and trunks of mature trees and 
the stems of saplings, in the twigs. in 
the canopy, in or on the leaves: the leaf 
stalk, midrib. side views or blade. in the 
buds as male catkins and in or on the 
acorns, then man has a go. putting the 
wood to loads of uses. Phew, that’s 
enough! 

Not only does it have to put up with 
all that lot. but with various beetles. 
bugs, caterpillars. weevils, moulds, and 
also needs to drink 200 gallons of wa- 
ter a day. 

After all that there aren’t many trees 
in the English countryside that look as 
magnificent or proud as an English Oak 
in full bloom, and long may they con- 
tinue to do so.

There will be no 
charge for the event although everyone 
is asked to contribute some food for 
the tea. After a ‘bring and share tea’ 
for the children there will be a short ser- 
vice at 6.30pm to which parents and 
others are most welcome to attend. 
The whole evening will finish at about 
7pm.
